At 20, when he seemed to be groping for a career, a friend persuaded him to try 
for Annapolis. Ike went to Topeka to take the entrance exams, (laving gone this 
far, he decided to touch as many bases as possible. He also took the exams for 
West Point. 
To his surprise, Ike emerged first in th,' nnval academy tests and second in 
those for the military a c a d e m y . But then it turned out he was .. few months 
too old for Annapolis but not for West Point. At the last moment, the man who 
seored highest in the West Point exams couldn't accept his appointment. Ike 
went in his place.

Young Eisenhower was far from a model cadet at the military academy. His 
grades were erratic, weak in engineering subjects and strong in English and his­ 
tory. The rigid discipline at the academy never quite succeeded in fitting Ike 
into its mold. 
He frequently had to report himself, as the honor system demanded, tor minor 
infractions of the rules—improper uniform, being late for formations, absences, 


"dusty shelves."

Even staunchest civil rights sup­ 
porters conceded they have p rac­ 
tically no chance to win. Taft is 
seeking to prevent the row' from 
blossoming into a full-fledged fili­ 
buster which could paralyze the 
Senate for weeks and tie up the 
legislative program of the incom ­ 
ing Eisenhower adm inistration.
